An excellent programme s privpared for
to-nmiorcow and in view of this fael and the
recent miny  woeiather, the  moanagcers re-
auest the werehants und bankers of the elly
to wranl their employes a half holudny to-diny
thiy wlterpoon, o eoable theo to enjoy e
entertinment to b provided.

The greater part of the attendanee Hngered
in the stand amnd about the conrse untll after
the Inst ree, atd Licn conmenesd  the rush
for cacry-alls. 1o fve minntes o hundred ol
these, withh countless other vehicles, weore
dashing  homewnrd on Shennno avenus,
Tonded to discomfort. Fara long time not
one of these institutions could be secured,
and, asa consequenco, hundreds of  people
wore paeked Into the springless worons of
the horse rallway eompany, while othors
were enmpelled to cover the distance home-
watd on foot. The dust on the paved part of
Sherman avenue was somewhat anuoying,
but it will be luid tw-morrow with sprinkling.
